There are any number of small antennas devised that have used similar 
telescoping poles. A common problem I have heard of is antenna 
integrity. Unless it falls apart in use it makes little difference 
whether the joints are solid or not. For an antenna though, it does. 
at a minimum try crimping or recrimping the joints. 


Use the pole, or two poles, as a vertical or in a dipole configuration. 
It (they) should make an acceptable portable antenna.

Wow, what a clear illustration of the need for a photo class on close up 
photography using digital cameras. Incidentally you can probably take 
just such a course at your local community college, though it may be for 
those old dinosaurs, film cameras. 


Actually there are few differences between film and digital where film 
isn't superior but, of course, you do have to wait longer! The 
principles, the techniques, and the solutions are all the same. All 
the solutions have been tried and most are in use. 


That ring of LEDs is nothing more than a LED copy of the traditional 
"ring light" used by photographers almost since the dawn of artificial 
lighting. It has been done with incandescent light and with strobes. 
Almost all manufacturers sell ring light systems for use in macro work. 


Yes, they do leave a very distinctive "round" reflection/highlight, but 
they are one approach to getting even lighting easily. Other 
approached include everything from "painting" with light to building a 
"tent" over the subject and making the photograph through a hole in the 
tent. Anything for even, shadow less light. 


An afternoon spent at a real professional photo store will reveal many 
other techniques for close up photos. Kodak used to publish a series of 
small photo booklets that included one devoted to macro techniques. For 
a buck or so they were worth it. I don't follow that part of the 
industry, but there may still be something like that around. 


Macro photography is the term commonly used for extreme close up. There 
is a definition of what constitutes an extreme close up in terms of 
format and lens length but I can't remember it. Essentially the reason 
for a "macro" lens is to correct for distortion of the subject because 
of the extreme magnification. Using a magnifier in front of your camera 
lens is probably OK for a flat circuit board but may give some 
interesting distortions of circuit components. 


Unless the item is alive it will sit patiently allowing you all the time 
in the world to compose, light, and focus your picture. If it is flat, 
like a circuit board, depth of field usually isn't an issue. SO USE A 
TRIP 

Od to support your camera. This is a good idea where ever you don't 


have to move the camera to follow the subject. Unless the subject is 
moving I prefer manual focus, but then I am an old photographer. 


And yes, Al, I too dream of a digital Nikon F, but realize I can get my 
photographs, color or black and white, transferred to digital at the 
time of processing for far less money than the body would cost, and I 
can still keep all the features of my Canon EOSs. I had to face the 
facts one day, they don't make cameras like they used to because no one 
would buy them!

Thanks to the many of you who sent a report for the beacon run 0200 to 0500 
9 Jan '04. 


Reports were from coast to coast, top to bottom and border to border. 


Distances ranged from 84km (EM22qe), 2497km (FN44nj) to 2509km (CM87mi) and 
many grids in between. The N9SSA MPW calculator was used to determine 
distance. The use of sub grids (digits 5 and 6) makes it fairly accurate. 
Grids are 2 deg x 1 deg and the sub grids are 5 min by 2.5 min. 


Signals from the west were reported as early as 0218 UTC -- a surprise. 
Signal strengths ranged from -- in the noise to 599. Most all could copy 
the beacon message. With deep slow QSB some needed a few repeats. Two 
eastern stations reported hearing a loud carrier near 3730 but no beacon. 
I couldn't hear the carrier at this end. 


The equipment reported included a wide variety of antennas and receivers. 


I'll be plotting the reported grid locators on a grid map like the one 
found in the back of recent ARRL handbooks. Not sure how I'll summarize 
all the signal data but I'll make an attempt to do that after this weekends 
beacon runs. 


The beacon setup here is an FT-817 at 2.5 W to a Butternut HF9V. The keyer 
is a K1EL K-10 in beacon mode. Note that the heatsink on the 817 got quite 
hot so I'm going to put a CPU fan on it tonight... [g]

At our recent QRP meeting, there was some interest in the gray paint I use 
for my project enclosures. It's actually a primer but it works great as 
the finish paint. The gray color is close to that used by Elecraft with a 
satin or semi-gloss finish. 


It's a spray paint that I get at our local Tru-Value hardware. 


Premium Decor Indoor/Exterior Decorative Primer. 
PDS-9 Gray Primer 
Other numbers that may be lot or other codes are TS 792 286 and SS 61741. 


I use two coats and that seems to cover quite well. I've used it on many 
enclosures including the BLT and my various keyers in Eagle or Hammond 
boxes. I've also used it to paint over other colors like the blue used 
with LMB CR series boxes. With only basic cleaning, I've never had any 
paint blister or peel. 


This paint hardens over night for adding another coat but is still soft for 
mounting hardware for several days after painting. It's easily scratched 
until it get hard. I've tried baking it in the oven at about 250 and that 
helps. But Margie doesn't like the odor that it creates... [g] 


During the summer when I know I'll be doing a project, I'll let it sit out 
in the Texas sun for a couple of days.

be on the air at 29.25 MHz, USB. The callsign being used will be the 
club's callsign, VE3U0T. We will announce this as the "Hart House link 
test", and will give a short introduction to what we're doing.

"SLA" refers to the generic battery technology: Sealed Lead Acid. This 
is in contrast to typical car batteries, which are Lead Acid, but not 
sealed (they may require the addition of distilled water periodically). 


"Gel cell" refers to a specific type of SLA battery. Here the electrolyte 
is in a gel or semi-liquid form, rather than liquid (like your car 
battery). Theoretically, there's no danger of spilling a strong acid from 
a gell-cell (or SLA for that matter).

This thread has moved onto a very complex area, RSI (repetitive strain 
injury). The problems that afflict some pianists and those that afflict some 
computer users can be quite different. As RSI is a relatively recently 
studied condition, and postdated the decline of hand-sent commercial Morse, 
I would be very surprised if anyone has studied it in Morse keying. I would 
therefore be extremely cautious (think snake-oil) about claims of what is or 
is not good or bad. 


One of the major lessons from computer RSI (probably the best studied now) 
is that RSI appears most likely in those who use their fingers and hands for 
repetitive movements such as mousing without supporting the wrist or 
forearm. If I had to make a first guess as to what good practice would be, 
it would be to rest as much of the hand and forearm on a desk when keying, 
and to leave only the active fingers to do the work of keying (although of 
course the muscles responsible are actually in the wrist and forearm).

After a recess for the holidays and a needed review of lesson four, I am 
working my through lesson 5. My question relates to the < ; look at AND and 
OR> portion of the program, page 10. 


First, I notice a difference in the sequence of logic operations found in 
the text of the lesson (p. 10) and the downloaded program. I have tried 
both versions and still am somewhat confused. 


1. The downloaded program version of the logic sequence does result in the 
setting of the Z bit. Most important for me, I can predict this result. 

The text version (assuming no typos on my part) does not result in a setting 
of the Z bit in the status register. 


2. The downloaded program version of the logic sequence ends with <andwf 
STATUS, F>, which is designed to clear the rightmost 3 bits of the status 
register. I understand the underlying rational for the desired result 
through the use of the logic statement, but as I step through these logic 
operations the rightmost 3 bits of the status register are already clear (as 
indicated by the small case z, dc and c of the simulator as well as a 
viewing of the binary code for the status register) by the time <andwf 
STATUS, F> is executed. What am I missing?

Just another element in the complexity you're pointing out. 


I'm not aware of anybody who's ever fully recovered from 
RSI, no matter who they've consulted or what therapies 
they've pursued. As with most chronic orthopedic complaints, 
the only sure attack is prevention, and the only 
demonstrable long-term relief requires some kind of ongoing 
therapy and exercise. 


The point would seem to be, if you're experiencing pain or 
fatigue from sending CW manually, *xstop*x and figure out 
where it's coming from, because you're only going to make it 
worse by continuing in the same way. You can't "build up 
resistance" or strength with these kinds of things. Pain or 
fatigue are clear signs you're doing something wrong.

>of the no code or know code extremes?

I subscribe to a web email reflector(*«) dedicated primarily to the 
logging of NDBs, Non-Directional Beacon aero and marine navigation aids. 
These mostly low power transmitters run A2 (slow speed modulated CW) on 
frequencies between 198 - 526 kHz. 


Last evening several of subscribers to the above NDB list in the upper 
Midwest noted significant propagation enhancements to the south, each 
logging several all-time new beacons. 


Each of the above subscribers has logged in excess of 1000 NDBs over the 
last two to three years, so several new loggings by multiple reporters 
is indicative of a significant propagation enhancement. 


I would like to look for possible correlations between the excellent 
propagation reported during the W5USJ transmissions and my experience 
last evening. If additional transmissions are made, the relative 
strengths/reports vs last night's will be of interest to me.
